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AHS to assess role of rural hospitals

Alberta Health Services is evaluating how to most effective¬ 
ly provide care in rural areas, which could have an impact on 
the Didsbury Hospital. 

However, current service levels an* expected to n*niain the 
same until at least the fall, stressed Didsbury mayor Brian 
Wittal, who attended a meeting with the new AHS board in 
January. 

“We don't see a real near-term change to anylhing because 
I don’t believe [the board] wall have time to review it," he said. 

Since the operating theatres were removed from the hospi¬ 
tal. it has essentially l>ecome an emergent can* ward, presid¬ 
ing emergency and long-term care services. 

The hospital once had 15 acute-care feeds to provide short¬ 
term treatment, but five of those had to be closed because of 
a shortage of nursing staff. 

Attracting additional nurses to address the staffing short¬ 
age and keep the hospital viable is a critical priority, noted Dr. 
Andrew Jackson of Silverfem Melical Clinic. 

One possible way of doing that is to “offer a job that’s 
exciting and vibrant... and... a little more cutting-edge than 
just wiping noses. . .and handing out pills,” he said, noting 
that typically a much broader skill set is required in a rural 
hospital than an urban one. 

“It’s not like being a nurse in the city.. .A niral nurse has to 
be a jack of all trades,” said Jackson. This could include any¬ 
thing from emergency births to a heart attack. 

“It’s a nervous time for everybody.. .1 certainly would not 
like to lose the acute-care beds," he said. 

Refore AHS took over the provision of health services in 
this province, die David Thompson Health Region and 
Calgary Health Region had disagreed on what the purpose of 


the facility should lie. The DTHR wanted to maintain it as a 
full-service hospital, with the* CHR preferred to see it be 
devoted strictly to continuing care. 

An indication of Allierta Health Services’ vision for niral 
hospitals Ls not likely to come until the provincial govern¬ 
ment releases its 2000-10 budget on Apr. 7, said AHS 
spokesperson Bruce Conway.

“When the government presents its budget, we’ll have a 
better idea in regard to.. what the needs are in various com¬ 
munities," he said, noting that decisions made by the AHS 
will likely be significantly influenced by the 2008 Service 
Optimization Review, which examines ways of improving the 
provision of health services throughout the province and can 
be accessed at 

www.health.alberta.ca/documents/Service-Opt imizat ion- 
Review-2008.pdf. 

Wit h hospital space at a premium in cities such as Calgary, 
the Didsbury 1 lospital should make use of its available room 
by working more closely with Calgary's hospitals. 


“We might be able to help Calgary offload some of their 
huge overburdened bed crisis that they have,” he said. 

You’ve got patients that are waiting in hallways in Calgary 
for a day-and-a-half, two days just to get beds." 

In addition, Calgary surgeons could be brought down to 
Didsbury to perform procedures that don’t require a fully 
equipped operating theatre. 

Partnerships with Olds hospital are another possibility. 

“Can we look at what we do well and what they do well and 
then complement each other?” said Jackson. “There Is 
always possibility for that. 

It’s also important that AHS take a long-term perspective, 
said Wittal, who met with hospital doctors and support staff 
on Jan. 26. 

“They talk about visioning for 20 years down the road and 
I think that’s one of the key things that we looked at,” he said. 

“This area here is growing and will continue to grow steadi¬ 
ly because we’re on the corridor." 

Currently, the Didsbury hospital has about 80 continuing 
care beds. 

However, Jackson cautioned that any move to focus exclu¬ 
sively on continuing can* bsy eliminating the hospital’s acute 
care altogether could have severe consequences, since doc¬ 
tors depend on the income from these surgeries to supple¬ 
ment revenue from their clinics. 

“If we lost our emergency you might as well say goodbye to 
all of your doctors,” he said, citing the closing of the hospital 
in Fort Macleod as one case where this has happened. 

“There is a danger that doctors say, ‘I’m not going to work 
in an environment where half my income’s ln*en cut out.’” 

To discuss the current hospital situation and opportunities, 
Val Congdon, Current Regional Clinical Department Head 
Department of Rural Medicine with the CHR, will In* attend¬ 
ing the next meeting of area doctors and staff.

Town eyes new seniors 
housing complex

Additional affordable 
housing for seniors may be 
on the horizon for Didsbury. 

A Town of Didsbury 
building committee is cur¬ 
rently in the early stages of 
consulting with developers 
to determine the optimal 
size and location of a new 
seniors’ housing complex. 

The primary location cur¬ 
rently under consideration 
by the committee is the 
now-vacant former site* of 
the Didsbury High School. 

“It’s a big piece of land 
|that] gives us the room that 
we need to put on a big 
building with parking ;uid 
some green space,” 
explained Didsbury mayor 
Brian Wittal, adding that its 
central location is also a 
benefit. 

The potential structure of 


the building, including 
room size and number of 
storeys are among the fac¬ 
tors being looked at. 

“We’ve been looking 
at.. .these kinds of details so 
that [developers] can start 
doing some more accurate 
costing of what it would 
take for them to build the 
project,” he said, stressing 
that discussions are still 
very early and construction 
will probably not begin for 
another three to five years. 

Completing the seniors’ 
housing will be the commit¬ 
tee's first priority, since the 
developer, not taxpayers, 
would likely provide the 
financing. 

After that, the complex 
could be expanded to 
include a new town office 
;uul library. 

“We did a needs assess¬ 
ment as to what the town 
needs for a new office 


space that would lake us 
ahead for 20 years...We 
have projections based on 
growth and where our town 
is going to be in the next 10 
to 20 years is ;u«l what size 
of library we’re going to 
need to accommodate that,” 
said Wittal. 

The building site being 
considered would be an 
excellent spot for a library, 
since it is near the schools, 
he added. 

The building committee is 
working with some differ¬ 
ent developers on various 
concepts. 

“It’s time to start the 
[planning] process,” said 
Wittal, noting that determin¬ 
ing how the project should 
be paid for is one of the 
main issues being consid¬ 
ered. 

“It all comes down at the 
end of the day to how do 
you afford it,” he said. 
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Way to go Alberta!

Drunk driving 
punishment 
should fit the 
crime

With drunk drivers continuing to cause tragedy 
and heartbreak in communities across Canada 
these days, it’s not surprising that ordinary citi¬ 
zens are calling for more to be done to end the 
carnage. 

There’s no question that every law-abiding man 
and woman in west central Alberta would like 
nothing better than to see an end to the days when 
drunks kill themselves and others on area roads. 

Yet the debate about what can and should be 
done to make drunk driving a thing of the past has 
been going on for years and will likely continue 
for years to come. 

Last week a House of Conunons committee 
began hearings on the possibility of lowering 
Canada’s impaired driving level to 50 mg per cent 
from the current 80 mg per cent. 

The all-party committee will eventually make a 
recommendation to the Minister of Justice on 
whether the change should be made. Already 
those for and against the potential change have 
come out with their respective positions. 

Some anti-drunk driving advocates say if lower¬ 
ing the limit deters even one driver from climbing 
behind the wheel after drinking alcohol it’s wort h¬ 
while. 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving would like to 
see a minimum 45-day ban on driving for those 
caught with a 50 mg per cent alcohol level. 

On the other hand, defence lawyers are arguing 
that a person may not even be impaired at 50 mg 
per cent and that the benchmark level would 
essentially be making criminals out of people w ho 
pose no danger to the public. 

If past attempts to address the complex issue of 
blood alcohol and driving ability are any indica¬ 
tion, these new' House of Commons’ discussions 
are unlikely to lead to any lasting agreement. 

With that in mind, perhaps it’s time for MPs to 
consider a third option - that Canada bring in a 
graduated drunk driving penalty system whereby 
the punishment imposed would depend entirely 
on the level of driver impairment. 

Under the current system anyone caught with a 
blood alcohol level of 160 mg faces the exact 
same punishment as a driver with a 100 mg alco¬ 
hol level. 

Yet surely the more impaired a person is the 
greater danger they pose to public safety. As such, 
doesn’t it only make sense to seek a greater pun¬ 
ishment for those who represent the greater risk? 

If the goal is to make roads safer for everyone, 
maybe MPs should start focusing on making the 
punishment fit the crime. 

Of course educating drivers, particularly young 
drivers, about the dangers and potential costs of 
drunk driving must also continue to be part of the 
solution.

Alberta fiscal plan disgraceful

Did you hear the news? This 
week Alberta Finance Minister 
Iris Evans con finned that the 
government will spend more 
than it takes in this year. The 
shortfall will be about $1.4 bil¬ 
lion. 

Yes, you heard that right. It’s 
the “d” word. The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment will record its first 
deficit in over a decade. Even 
though this year’s shortfall is 
mostly due to a $3 billion 
decline in the value of the 
Heritage Savings Trust Fund, it 
is just the beginning. 

The government is also plan¬ 
ning to end the next fiscal year 
in the red, but we’ll have to 
wait for the provincial budget 
on April 7th to learn the 
details. 

Imagine if a family was faced 
with a similar situation. If 
expenses exceeded income, a 
family could reduce spending 
by cutting out some of the nice- 
to-haves like eating out, vaca¬ 
tions, or even saving. It could 
generate more income by ask¬ 
ing for a raise or taking on addi¬ 
tional work. It could also dip 
into savings or finance the 
shortfall by credit. 

In other words, the Alberta 
government could reduce some 
programs, services, or adminis¬ 
trative costs, raise taxes, dip 
into savings, or force future tax¬ 
payers to pay for the cost of 


today’s government. 

Unfortunately, the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t seem interested in 
reducing spending. The $100 
million of venture capital funds 
that was announced last year is 
still on. Even the $2 billion for 
carbon capture and storage is 
still on. 

It’s safe to say there is no 
appetite among Albertans to see 
taxes going in any direction but 
down, especially in this eco¬ 
nomic environment. 

So, what’s left? Dipping into 
savings or deficit financing. 

The Alberta government will 
have to dip into its rainy day 
funds. The problem is that at the 
current rate of spending, that 
money would probably run out 
in a couple of years so it’s not a 
sustainable solution. So the 
remaining solution is deficit 
financing. Ironically, this 
approach will lead the govern¬ 
ment to break its own balanced 
budget legislation. 

Yet, there seems to be one 
other option that the Alberta 
government is interested in: do 
nothing and hope for the best. It 
doesn’t seem to be flexible 
enough to adjust to the new 
reality, but instead is keeping its 
fingers crossed that energy 
prices and investment returns 
spike again, and soon. 

If the government was nimble, 
the first area of attention should 
be to reduce spending. The 
underlying problem with the 


Alberta fiscal situation is that 
spending has been out of con¬ 
trol for many, many years. While 
population and inflation have 
increased 66 per cent since 
1998, spending on operations 
alone has ballooned 126 per 
cent. Put another way, spending 
has increased nearly two times 
faster that population and infla¬ 
tion. To understand how serious 
this is, consider that Alberta 
spends more per capita than 
every other province. 

Lately, the province has been 
releasing budgets with double¬ 
digit spending increases. This 
week Finance Minister Evans 
suggested that while the 
increase for next year may not 
be as big, there will still be an 
increase. Even in these econom¬ 
ic conditions, the government 
refuses to trim spending. 

Given the economic downturn 
and all the turmoil in financial 
markets, we can’t expect 
Alberta to be immune. However, 
we can expect our political 
leaders to do what’s right for 
current and future Albertans. 
That means the government 
must get spending under con¬ 
trol and balance the budget. To 
not do so is disgraceful.

Council 
decided to enact this fireworks bylaw prohibiting the possession and 
use of fireworks within the Town limits without a permit from the Fire 
Chief. The penalties for violating the provisions of this bylaw range 
from $54 to $432. It is understood that people will want to use fire¬ 
works for legitimate reasons. For those people wishing to, they can 
get a permit through the Town Office from the Fire Chief.

Library celebrates 
freedom to read

What do the Bible, the 
Harry Potter series and 
Maclean’s magazine have in 
common? 

Over the past decade, 
each has come under fire in 
Canada from various 
groups asking that they he 
removed from public 
library shelves. However, 
today, all of them remain. 

During the week of Feb. 
22-28, the Didsbury Public 
Library joined libraries 
throughout Canada in 
marking the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of national Freedom 
to Read Week, which cele¬ 
brates Canadians’ right to 
intellectual freedom, guar¬ 
anteed under the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms. 

“It’s all about accessibili¬ 
ty to all opinions, thoughts 
and points of view,” said 
Yvonne Werkmann, a poet 
and member of Didsbury 
writers’ group JUS. 

In honour of the week, 
JUS hosted its second 
TALKSPEAK2 gathering at 
the library on Friday, Feb. 
27. About 20 writers and 
poets attended, including 
members of ‘wordweavers’ 
in Calgary. 

Didsbury library manag¬ 
er Inez Kosinski noted that 
the library has an obliga¬ 
tion to the public to pro¬ 
vide all viewpoints of vari¬ 
ous issues. 

This both promotes 
understanding and allows 
for reasoned debate and 
disagreement. 

"If we don’t know what 
someone is saying, how- 
can we argue with them 
and try to clarify things?” 
said Kosinski. 

A good example of this 
occurred about 15 years 
ago, when a Didsbury 
library patron reported to 


police that the library had a 
nationally banned hook 
denying the Holocaust on 
its shelves. 

Police then seized the 
book and it was destroyed. 

According to Kosinski - 
who at that time was only a 
member of the library 
board - the book had been 
purchased many years 
before and the library was 
not aware that it had been 
banned. 

The incident drew media 
attention and soon the 
library received a letter 
from the Canadian Jewish 
Congress stating that such 
hooks should be properly 
classified rather than 
removed. 

“Basically they said, ‘All 
we ask is that you cata¬ 
logue as Holocaust denial 
and you do not catalogue it 
as history,’” Kosinski 
recalled. 

However, the patron 
should have approached 
the library board instead of 
the police with his con¬ 
cerns, she added. 

“If a person feels that it 
shouldn’t be on our library 
shelf, they can request a 
reconsideration of that 
book and fill in a form 
declaring what it is they 
object to,” she said. 

The library board will 
then assess the request 
based on similar criteria to 
that used when purchasing 
a library book, such as the 
hook’s literary merit and 
popularity. 

Sexual content, historical 
inaccuracy, profanity and 
religious themes are some 
of the reasons typically 
given for why a certain 
hook should be taken off 
the shelves, explained 
Kosinski. 

“Mark Twain’s books are 
challenged all the time 
because he portrays ehar-
